This is a decision on the paper styled "PETITION TO CORRECT FILING 
DATE" filed on May 29, 2002, which is properly treated as a petition, 
under 37 CFR 1.10(c), requesting that the above- identified 
application be accorded a filing date of December 28, 2001, rather 
than the presently accorded filing date of January 7, 2002.
